Willie Mays the prime mover. 


Noting the 
New ¥ork Giants' 


speedster swiped four bases 
Sat- 


urday, the No. 1 matt 
of base- 


ball's Hall of fame 
commented 


today: 


"Only goes to show you they 


are beginning to steal again — a 
realization 
of 
the 
Value of 
the 


stolen base." 


With a glint, Ty recalled 
the 


fidgets he ahd others of his 
era 


gnvp opposing pitchers. 


"The stolen base is a great men- 


tal hazard against the pitcher. You 
can use it to get into scoring posi- 
tion. Even If you don't make the 
try, you can often bluff him into 
throwing a couple of 
wide ones 


and ut himself in a hole. 


"Only a few games are won by 


a runner stealing home, but a man 
on first with two outs 
can 
steal 


second and be in position to score 
on a single. And if you 
get 
way 


ahead, you can cut loose and steal 
bases just to give them the jitters 
for the next day's game." 


Nearly 20 ye;irs ago, Cobb, 70, 


declared base stealing a lost art. 
Today he envisions more 
titili/n- 


tion of the weapon he used to such 
advantage during his 24 years in 
the majors. 


"I never did say 
present 
day 


players couldn't steal bases," Ty 
asserted. "They have the 
ability, 


but base stealing declined simply 
from un-usc. 


"Mays, Minnie Minoso and 
oth- 


ers can do a lot with It, but there 
are many fast fellow 
who don't 


oven try to steal. 


"In the thirties, the forties and 


the early 
fifties hardly anybody1 


did much base stealing. I recall 
one year when Joe Dimaggoi, Stan 
Musnil, Ted 
Williams and Ralph 


Kiner were the high paid stars. 
You know how many bases 
they 


stole between them in a season? 
Just seven." 


Mays stole 40 bases last season 


nnd has 14 this year. Cobb 
said 


he thinks Mays can collect 
even 


more and other players can learn 
the art. 


"It takes practice, sliding and 


watching how to take your lead. 
You have to watch the 
pitcher's 


foot and knee. . When he's 
going 


to-throw toward the plate his foot 
shows it. Then you have the jump 
on him. 


"Take Sam Crawford. He 
was 


a big man and not too fast, 
but 


I think he stole 
42 bases 
back 


there one year." 


Cobb, who owns a lifetime bat- 


ting average of .367 and 12 times 
led the American League in bat- 
ting, recalled that he once 
stole 


6 bases during a season. But he 
declared present day players "are 
just as good and can run just as 
fast as we did," 


The old time star concedes 
that 


with the lively ball and 
slugging 


emphasis of today, players 
prob- 


ably won't ever steal as much as 
they did in his era. 


"Managers are kind of forced 


to try for a cluster of runs in the 
early innings," Cobb says., "But 
If the game is tied or close 
about 


the sixth inning, they go for the 
single run, Then you can use the 
threat of stealing 
to help 
your 


club." 


He applauds Giant Manager Bill 


Rigney's theory of giving Mays 
the 
okay 
to - steal when Willie 


thinks he should scoot. 


"Sure, I believe in giving the 


players — well, certain players—all 
that confidence to build up their
